OH TABLI 

8uoh vegetables as leaf lettuoa. 
kale, spinach, parsley, obait, turnip, 
mustard, and any other used as a 
green or salad may be gathered as 
soon as large enough to pay for the 
gathering. It is an excellent plan to 
make a ^practice of thinning these 
oropo and oatng the plants removed 
as greens or for otbor purposes. 
Chard must be used while young as it 
soon pasRi'H its best stasc. Kale 
should lie usi'(l while rchitlvely youns 
as when younn It is of much bettor 
quality than when allowed to beconiu 
large. It Is a far better plan to make 
frequent aueeessive plantings of th« 
ttolAga crops so as to have a aapply 
of tender, succulent greens or salad 
material continually available. 

Qlobe atrlohokeg are ready for use 
as soon aa the bur it formed and must 
be mlherod bofgrs the biossoms ap- 
pear.

Beats should be used while young 
and tender. ' The beets may be thin- 
ned as aoon u they are two or three 
Inches tall and the ones that are re- 
moved can be used In greens. The 
entire crop should be used before they 
are more than two inches in diameter. 
Successive plantings at intervaln of 
two weeks arc advisable so that a 
supply of tender beets will aways be 
available. 

Brussels sprouts are ready for use 
as' soon as the heads are well formed 
and begin to crowd each otlier. 

Cabbage Is ready for use as soon aa 
the beads are well formed and well 
blanched in, Uie Int^rJori 

cillinese cabbage la ready for use 
as soon aa well blanched. 

Carrots may be used as soon as they 
reach a size to justify pulling them. 
Many gardeners follow the practice of 
thinning the carrots and using those 
removed aa vegetables or in soups. 
They may be grown as an all-seaaon 
crop or.M a late crop following some- 
thing else. SIse is not Important, but 
very large ones ar* IneUnad to be 
tough and pithy. 

Cauliflower Is ready for use as soon 
as the bleached heads are well Oiled 
out with the masses of globular would 
form seed.

Celery la read yfbp use as soon as It 
reaches a lood sis* and U blanched.

Collards may be used as soon as the 
rosette of leaves which forms the head 
la deveh^ad and blanohed. 

Sweet corn should not be' pulled un- 
til the ears are well filled out This 
is about the time the silk begins to 
die. When the milk becomes doughy 
the corn i stoo old for table use. 

Cucumbers are ready for uae when- 
ever large enough, and batara they 
have Jtegun to turn yallow. 

Bggptants may be used at any time 
after the fruit Is large enough to 
Justify picking. It should not be al- 
h>wed to remain on the bushes too 
long or decay will set in. 

Endive should lie used as soon as 
blanched. Blanching may be aocom- 
pliahed br tytag tha leaves together 
aa aoon as the plants are well grown. 

Kohl-rabI must be used while ten- 
der. Tills may easily he determined 
by rutting the thickened stem which 
constitutes the ' edible partiaaT If 
tough and stringy, It is too old.

frosen. Freezing Iwpruvea their Oa- 
vor; in fact, It Is not considered ad- 
visable to use them as a aummer vege- 
table. Sise Is o( small importanqe, 
but those from 1V& to 2 inches in dia- 
meter are considered best. 

Peas are ready for picking as soon 
as the pod ^ a sn well filled and while 
the peas are atill green, yet before 
either the peas , become hard or the 
pods whitish or yellowish. Peas 
should not be gathered when too 
young, and if too old will be of poor 
quality. 

Peppers ni.iy be unthercd at any 
time until they be^in to turn rod. Ror 
some purposes they are allowed to 
ripen, but usually are picked green. 

Early poUtoea may be uaed'at any 
time during their growth. An old- 
time rule Is to begin dlgghiK them 
when they have reached the size of a 
hen's egg. It is advisable, to begin 
using them when they have reached 
this size, digging the supply from day 
to day aa needed, allowing the bulk of 
the orop to grow until needed or un- 
til they mature. Late potatoes should 
be allowed to gro wuntll the vines die 
or are killed by frost. 

Sweet potatoes are of poor quality 
unless allowed to reach maturity. The 
simplest test is to break one of the 
potatoes. It drops of water oolleot on 
the broken surtece the orop is not ma- 
ture. This crop grows until frost 
kills the vines, but It is pormlsRible to i with 
use theiri quite a while before the end [ that 
of the growing season. 

Radishes may be used as soon as 
large enough. A common practloe is 
to begin thinning them as soon aa 
large enough. They should all be 
used while young and tender. 

Salisfy is grown and handled in 
the same way aa parsnips and the 
same rules may be followed in Its 
uae. 

Summer squashes an raaly for use 
as soon aa larga enough. They, how- 
ever, should not be picked when very 
small, as when young they are watery 
and of poor quality. As soon as the 
shell hardens they are too old for 
table use. 

Winter squaabes abould be allowed 
to grow vntil tha~ vines die or until 
frost Uila them, bat tha sqnaahes 
should be stored befbra being frosted. 

Tomatoes should be picked when 
fully ripe, hut should not be allowed 
to remain on the vines until soft. It 
Is not a good practice to pick them 
while partly ripe, as the Savor la la- 
Jured by thia practice. 

Turalps tor greens may be usM as 
soon as the foliage Is large enough to 
Justify picking; if for the roots, when 
the roots are from W, to 2 inehea in 
diameter. When planted as a late 
summer crop for roots for storage, 
they should be allowed to grow until 
hard fraasins ooours. Those from 2 
to 2 inches in diameter an best. 
Larger ones may be used for stock 
feed.

The Ripley Ohio) Bee aayn: About 
4 o'clock yesterday morning the retl- 
(Itnco of William Bailey on Second 
street near the Uedoak bridge waa 
diecovered on fire. Not feeling well, 
Mrs. Bailey had risen early and light- 
ed a flre In the kitchen stove. Soon 
afterward*the flre was dlacovered, 
Bta'rtlng from flying sparka or a detec- 
tive flue. Considerable damage was 
done to the bulldliiK before the flre 
company extingulsbcd the flames. A 
strong wind was blowing, but the tin 
root kept down the sparks.

Not flndlng her, he started 
back and fell down the stairway.

In a few words General Ellis set 
out the need for a state mllltla re- 
viewing the situation arising last Au- 
gUft in western Kentucky. At that 
time it hacame neeeasary tor Ken- 
tucky to ask for Federal troopa to do 
duty during the mlnera' strike. All 
the troops from this state had been 
ordered to Hattlesburg, with the ex- 
ception of a signal corps, which waa 
sent to western Kentucky to handle 
the situation, which General Bills said 
they did with credits until the matter 
became ao grave that it waa neoeiaary 
to call on the federal government for 
assistance. 

The state militia or home guard will 
bo composed of men from 18 to 48 
years of age. . The sum appropriated 
combined with the mllltla fund, Gen- 
eral Bills laid, would furnish equip- 
ment for the IfOO men who oompope 
the state militia and also allow for 
one week's rifle praotioe during tb:' 
year.
